PARIS HOTEL ROOM 


fRIMO DE RIVERA RULED 


SPAIN WITH IRON HAND 


FOR SEVEN YEARS 


PARIS, March 17.—{#>—The hand 


which ruled Spain firmly for near- 
ly seven years today was stilled in 
death. 
Garbed in the sack cloth 


and sandals of a Carmelite monk, 
the body of Don Miguel Primo De 
Rivera Y Orbaneja was in an un- 
pretentious suite of a modest Latin 
quarter hotel. 


Tonight a train will take it back 
to Madrid, where in life Captain 
General Primo De Rivera was dic- 
tator of Spain. The end came in 
exile in Paris, the same city of ex- 
ils to which during his seven years 
of power he doomed many of his 
fellow citizens. 


Sunday morning the two young 


daughters of General Primo De Ri- 
vera, Carmen and Pilar, stopped 
in their father's room on their way 
to mass to ask after his health. He 
had not been well for a few days. 
He kissed them and said: "Go 
attend mass. I feel much better 
and am going to dress, but be sure 
not to return too late." 


An hour later the girls returned 


to his roorrx and found him lying 
dead. He was, 60 years old. 
Interment 
probably 
will take 
place in the family vault at 
the 


cemetery of San Isidro at Madrid, 
Wednesday. 


General Primo De Rivera came 


to Paris shortly after he resigned 
his dictatorship last January 28. 
His resignation came after a long 
period of unrest at the sternness 
of his regime a.nd in the face of 
growing revolutionary feeling. 


Took Control in 1923. 
Forcing himself into control of 


the Spanish government, General 
Miguel Primo de Rivera, Count of 
Estella, avenged obstacles set in the 
path of his political desires, and 
turned the civil government out of 
office in the notable movement of 
September. 1923. 


He reached the pinnacle of his 
career at that time when he broke 
the 
.Spanish 
constitution and 
brought into power the military 
dictatorship, putting all the politi- 
cal parties hitherto 
ruling Spain 
into the background. 


Until that moment the political 
life of-the general had run on mod- 
est lines. On several occasions he 
had occupied the position of secre- 
tary and adjutant 
to his uncle. 


Field Marshal or Captain General 
Fernando Primo de Rivera, one of 
Sapin's greatest soldiers. 
Throughout the period of power, 


the dictator displayed notable en- 
ergy. An untiring 4vorker. he de- 
voted himself to every phase of

Coroner W. P. Butler reported 


Payne apparently had been dead 
ten or twelve hours when discover- 
ed» which places 
the slaying be- 


fore midnight Saturday. 


Sunday afternoon, 
Lewis, who 


had reported having been held up 
and robbed Saturday night, viewed 
Payne's body and declared him the 
man who 
robbed 
him. He also 


identified a knife the highway man 
had stolen from 
him and found 
with the body. 


Saved Most of Money 


Lewis told officers he was park- 


ed off the road when the highway- 
man appeared out of the bushes, 
his face covered with a handker- 
chief. 
As he saw 
the man ap- 


proaching in the light of his car, 
Lewis said he dropped $36 to the 
ground and 
covered the 
money 


with his foot, keeping 
a 
small 


amount of change in his pocket. 
He said the robber permitted him 
to reach into his own pockets for 
the 80 cents and knife which, made 
up the loot. Shortly after the rob- 
bery Lewis reported the incident 
to officers. 


Identity of Payne was establish-

Then he was elected sena- 
tor by the conservative party, and 
in the upper house delivered

speech advocating 
the 
abandon- 
ment of Morocco. As he was Cap- 
tain General of Madrid at the time- 
he was punished by again being 
dismissed from his position. 


At the following election, he also 


lost his seat as senator. He made 
approaches in 1923 to the Count of 
Roma.nor.es, one of the most pow- 
erful liberal leaders, to obtain for 
him the nomination as senator for 
Cadiz, as the conservatives declined 
to support him. 
But Roma.nonorf 


refused pointblank and Primo 
do 
Rivera avenged himself on the pol- 
iticians the same year by declar- 
ing the military dictatorship, 
the 


movement originating in Barcelona 
on September 13. 


For Good of Country. 
"I have all the honors that could 


possibly come to me. I hold a po- 
sition in society. 
I do not want, 


wealth, although I am poor,

have no ambitions except the desire 
for the good of my country." These 
were approximately his words when 
de Rivera took up in a forcible 
manner the reins of 
government 


of Spain. 
The absolute military rule of the

civil government would take its

THOROUGH PROBE OF 


SOUTHERN STATES 


CONDITIONS FOUND IN SEV- 
ERAL STATES HELD "MOST 


REPRESENSIBLE" 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 15. 


.—(/p)—An 
investigation by 


the department of justice of 
patronage 
distribution in 


Southern states was urged 
in a report submitted to the 
senate today by the special 
committee which inquired 
into federal office holdings 
in the South. 


The committee surveyed federal 
patronage 
conditions throughout 
the South, and its final report pre- 
sented the 
evidence from 
four 
states—Georgia, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, and Texas. 
The committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Brookhart, republican, Iowa 
recommended 
that 
the 
present 


practice of dispensing federal of- 
fices 
in 
the 
Southern States 
through the 
referee system be 


abolished 
and condemned is as 
"most reprehensible." 
It also proposed that the corrupt 


practices act be broadened to in- 
clude in its scope any .person so- 
liciting funds from a federal of- 
fice holder or federal employee for 
political purposes. 
"Your committee further recom- 


mends," the report said, "that the 
department of justice make a care-

URGE REDUCTION COT- 


TON ACREAGE. 


All agree the cotton acre- 


age in Texas must be cut. 
As to the amount of the re- 
duction opinions vary from 
fifteen 
to thirty per cent. 


Some land owners will make 
an even more drastic cut but 
what the total average will 
be is yet undetermined. The 
Navarro 
County 
Bankers 


Association went on record 
recently urging a fifteen per 
cent cut in this county. At 
the present there is no indi- 
cation of any increase in cot- 
ton acreage in the county 
and those in close touch with 
the situation are hopeful 
that at least the fifteen per- 
cent reduction, or 
maybe 


more, will be made, 


In a recent editorial the 


Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram 


urges from twenty-five to 
thirty per cent cut and sums 
up the situation as follows: 


"Everybody concerned in 


making 
the 
Texas cotton 


crop a paying one should be 
intensely interested in devel- 
opments of the past few 
months. 


"From sources too well- 


informed 
to 
be 
ignored 


comes the unanimous verdict 
that unless the crop this 


. year is greatly less than last 
year the price which the 
farmer will receive this Fall 
will fall painfully short of 
paying the cost of raising the 
staple. 


"Everybody 
can 
figure 


what that will mean. It 
will mean not only that the 
cotton 
farmers 
will 
get 


worse than nothing for their 
year's work, but it means al- 
so that all business, all em- 
ployment, all trade, which 
rests upon the purchasing 
power of the general popu-j 
lation will be feebler. 


"And 
where is there a 


business in an agricultural 
community that does not de- 
pend upon the ability of the 
general population, of which 
the farm population is an 
important part, to pay its 
obligations and continue its 
purchases?

to the farmer of 12 1-2 cents 
is indicated. The indicated j 
price is still lower for the) 
shorter staple which forms 
the bulk of the Texas crop.

change the aspect of the 
market, 
and the 
acreage 


which is seeded this Spring 
equals that of last year, the 
possibility is that the price 
will go very low. It may not 
halt at the 12 or 10 cent fig- 
ure that is now feared. 


"The price may go as low- 


as 8 or 7 cents. 


"Cotton farmers, and all 


the interests of the cotton 
growing community, should 
be united in an effort to 
bring about acreage reduc- 
tion, not to the 10 per ct. lim- 
it which can be interpreted 
by the cotton trade, as mean- 
ing that virtually the same 
size crop as last year is likc- 
]y, but to 25 or 30 per cent, 
about which there could be 
no two opinions as to the ef- 
fect on the size of the crop. 


"The margin of safely for 


Texas cotton growers is some i 
where around 25 or 30 pcrj 
cent reduction in acreage. 


"It can be done, if the

substitutes. 


"If the farmers used as 


much as they should of their 
own dairy products," said 
a lecturer to farmers re-, 
cently, "the present surplus 
of these commodities soon 
would be negligible." 


If the farm people suc- 


ceeded in persuading peo- 
ple generally to use butter 
and milk and cheese more 
freely doubtless they would 
contribute to the health and 
prosperity 
of the nation, 


and of course, they should 
be willing to practice what 
they preach.^^

be invoked to promote the public 
welfare, the bill seeking not only to 
limit the cotton acreage, but also 
to promote the elimination of root 
rot and other cotton plant diseases, 
and 
to 
restore 
soil 
fertility, 
through crop rotation and diversi- 
fication. 


Representation Leonard

son of Sealy spoke to uphold the 
point of order against the consti- 
tutionality of the bill, and pointed 
out that the state had tried unsuc-
